It  is  with  pleasure  I present  the  Annual  Heport  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  lo45 . The  year  has  been  free  from  any  serious  epidemic. 

The  general  health  of  the  community  has  be«n  good.  The  birthrate  for 
the  area  was  21.02  and  the  deathrate,  12.011,  v/hich  compare  favourably  with 
that  of  the  county,  viz.,  18.5  and  12.2.  Unfortunately  the  infantile  mortality 
rate  of  75  is  high;  high  too,  compared  with  that  of  the  county  55.6. 

You  will  see  from  the  classified  table  of  deaths  that  diseases  of  the 
circulatory  and  respiratory  systems  are  the  chief  causes.  Deaths  from  cancer 
are  the  same  number  as  last  year  namely,  15,  6 of  wnioh  were  betwee;  the  ages 
of  45  and  65,  the  rest  being  over  65. 

Silicosis  contributed  4 deaths,  3 between  4-5  and  6o  and  1 over  6o . 

There  is  a slight  reduction  in  the  number  of  notifications  of  Tuberculosis 
19  compared  with  21  last  year;  12  being  pulmonary, with  altogether  5 deaths, 
compared  with  7 lc.st  year. 


In  notifiable  diseases,  other  than  Tuberculosis  there  was  1 case  of 
Cerebro  Spinal  and  unfortunately  that  was  fatar. 

There  were  100  cases  of  measles,  all  mild  and  no  deaths  reported.  Parti- 
culars of  other  oases  - few  in  number  - are  found  in  the  classified  table. 

124  children  between  1 and  5 years,  and  78  between  5 and  15  years  were 
immunised  against  Diphtheria  and  only  1 case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified  and 
that  ’was  queried.  Prom  the  table  that  has  been  compiled  you  will  note,  with 
satisfaction  that  there  was  an  appreciable  reduction  of-  cases  from  the  year 
1937  wh en  there  were  58  cases.

RIVERS  .AND  S TRIADS 


No  action  was  taken  in  relation  to  the  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams 


in  the  area;  the  chief  pollution  of  the  rivors  in  these  industrial  areas  is, 
efcourse,  the  coal-dust  and  this  is  common  in  the  areas  through  which  the 
rivers  run. 


The  district  is  7/ ell  served  with  efficient  sewers,  and  practically  all 
houses  in  the  built-up  areas  are  provided  with  water  closets.  There,  remains, 
however  a few  outlying  portions  of  the  area,  .and  houses  on  the  hill-tops,  which 
are  not  within  a reasonable  distance  of  the  sewers'; ' these  are  provided  with 
pail- closets. 


Owing  to  .salvage  collection  the  collection  of  refuse  was  confined  to 
two  days  a week. 


During  the  year,  the  Sanitary  Inspector  made  a survey  of  all  the  shops 
in  the  area  in  compliance  with  the  Shops  Act,  1934,  and  reports  that  nearly 
all  of  them  are  satisfactory.  Whore  they  were  not  in  all  respects  in  com- 
pliance, letters  were  sent  to  the  occupier  and  the  matters  were  immediately 
attended  to. 


The  schools  in  the  district  are  supplied  with  a plentiful  and  good  water 
supply  direct  from  the  mains  of  the  Abertiller^  1 District  Water  Board. 

The  sanitary  conveniences,  and  the  schools  themselves  are  of  modern  con- 
struction; periodical  inspections  are  carried  out  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  fairly  high  standards  of  cleanliness  and  order  are  maintained  in  and. about 
the  schools. 


.Extensive  facilities  are  provided  for  sunbathing  and  games,  and  for 
Juvenile  instruction.  The  schools  made  every  use  of  the  last  facility 
during  the  past  year.  The  total  number  of  attendances  of  pupils  who  received 
such  instruction  was  2,256  and  a large  number  acquired  a certificate  of 
proficiency.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  POOD, 

MnAT  - Since  the  Ministry  of  Pood  brought  about  the  centralization  of  slaugh- 
tering, it  was  not  found  necessary  to  pay  visxts  to  any  of  the  private  slaugh- 
terhouses in  the  district,  as  all  food  animals  were  slaughtered  at  the,:Buttry 
Hatch"  Slaughterhouse,  Maesycwmmer.  However,  inspections  to  the  Meat  Purveyors' 
shops  had  to  be  carried  out  with  the  same  care  as  in  the  past. 

Pull  advantage  was  again  taken  by  persons  who  reared  pigs  on  cottage 
premises,  or  small  holdings,  and  163  were  killed  thereon  after  due  notice 
of  intended  slaughter  in  accordance  with  the  stipulations  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health  Circular  (604),  the  special  provisions  granted  by  the  Council, 
and  in  accordance  with  an  order  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Pood. 


BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OP  MILK . 

By  arrangement  with  the  County  Council  Laboratory,  samples  of  milk  were 
taken  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  and  methylene  blue  tests.  The  samples 
we re  taken  at  farm  premises,  in  the  streets  and  at  the  schools  in  the  district. 
The  results  of  a number  conformed  to  a satisfactory  standard  of  cleaiLLiness, 
but  others  were  not  quite  so  good.  Letters  were  sent  to  the  offenders  and 
repeat  samples  were  taken  which  showed  a great  improvement.  With  regard  to 
innoculation  for  tubercle  bacillus,  none  of  the  tesws  proved  positive.

The  methods  employed  for  freeing  the  infested  houses  from  bed  bugs  is  by 
stripping,  spraying,  and  in  some  instances  the  Painters  Blow-Lamp  was "used. 

To  assist  private  householders,  sprays  and  tins  of  fluid  were  providod  by  the 
Council. 

All  vacant  Council  Houses  are  immediately  notified  to  the  Health  Depart- 
ment. a vi^it  is  then  mads  to  th~  premises  and'  if  necessary  disinfestation  is 
carried  out  before  the  in-going  tenant  occupies  the  premises. 

No  steps  were  taken  to  ensure  that  the  beds  of 'in-going  tenants  wore  freo 
from  bugs.  . '• 


Disinf egtation  is  carried  out  in  the  Council  Houses  by  direct  labour,  and 
in  other  cases' this  work  is  undertaken  by  the  owners  or  Occupiers. 

COLLIERY  SPOIL BANKS  ' (TIPS)  LTABLE  TO  SiONTANEQUS  COMBUSTION. 

In  the  lower  part  of  the  district  the  burniijg  of  a colliery  tip  gave  rise 
to  a considerable  number  Of  complaints  from  the  public.  To  abate  this  nuisance 
suggestions  were  put  forward;  first,  to  dig  trenches  around  the  centres  of  com- 
bustion and  to  remove  the  slowly  burning  rubbish  from  inside  the  trenches;  and 
second,  to  isolate  the  burning  material  from  the  air  b r pumping  in  liquid ’ 
cement  to  forjn  walls  around  the  -centre  of  combustion.  But  these  suggestions 
were  impractical  as  the  burning  was  taking  piac j fairly  generally  throughout 
the  tips.  Hoy/ever,  the  Colliery  Company  co-operated  with  the  Council  and 
installed  a water  spraying  system.  While  this  did.  not  completely  solve  the 
problem  it  improved  the  position  a great  deal. 

' RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ACT,  1919. 

The  refuse  tip,  salvage  store,  and  other  Council  property  was  visited 
regularly  and  baits  were  laid  by  the  rodent  operative  with  good  results 
Baits  were  also  laid  at . other  places  where  complaints  were  received.  In  each 
case  post  baiting  was  done  to  ensure  that  the  promises  were  free  from  rats. 

A second  treatment  of  sewers  was  carried  out  in  the  district  this  year.
